AN UNIQUE INSTITUTION, 


A few miles outside of Lawrence, on 
the Lowell road is situated an institu- 


tion which has no. counter-part In the | 


United States. Its purpose and scope 
is directed towards the education of 
the Syrian youth in this country, who 
will some day bécome American citi- 
zens. \.The germ of the school sprang 
from a small private school situated 
at 295 Oak street, which .the present 
master, Joseph Saliba, opened in Oc- 
tober 1901. Principal. Saliba, who is 
-ene of the most. prominent Syrians in 
Lawrence, is a man thoroughly imbued 
With American ideas and principels, 
and well equipped to divert his compa- 
triots in a thorough intellectual train- 
ing. To him belongs, in a great meas- 
ure, the advancemegt made in recent 
years by the Syrians of Lawrence, and 
his one aim in life seems to be the 
training of Syrian boys that they may 
become bright, intelligent-—men,~ and 
active interested Americans, 

On October 6, 1901, Principal Saliba 
opened a school at 295 Oak street, and 
all Lawrence. pupils attending: - were 
day students. During the. , winter 
months, an evening school was opened 
in connection with the school, and soon 
it ,was found that accommodations 
were insufficient for the numerous ap- 
Plicants. More commodious quarters 
were necessary . consequently the 
schoo] was moved to the Lowell road, 
hear Ayers’ Lane in. Methuen, where 
it now flourishes as a boarding school. 
This. changes took place in November 
1902, “and it’ was goon found that an 
ideal spot’ had been secured. The sit- 
uation is rugged and -healthful and 
ample opportunities for outdoor life 
and amusements abound. The school 
now consists of thrty-five students, but 
is prepared to-accommodate at least 
one hundred. Steam heat,. with all 
other modern improvements: are found 
in the equipment and airy, commodi- 
ous apartment house attending pupils. 
The attendance is not confined to resi- 
dents of Lawrence alone, for on the 
list of students are found boys -from 
Cairo, Il, New York city, Portand 
Maine, Worcester, Providence R. L., 
and other distant cities. b 

The aim is to reach. boys from all 
parts of the United States and as 
soon as conditions ~necessitates, the 
facility. will -be enlarged to meet all de- 
mands. Principal Saliba, together 
with his assistant Mansor Rajey, are 
not only giving up their lives for the 
enlightenment of. the- Syriam.children, 
yerohave.gone a ‘step further by con- 
ducting a noble philanthropic - enter- 
prise in connection with the education- 
al work. That is to say, this school 
not” only admits, but—welcomes Syrian 
orphan boys who have no one to care 
for them, and the expense of their 
care is borne largely by the master of 
the, school... The. curriculum conforms 
to the needs and abilities of the stu- 
dents, and a rigid but kindly discipline 
is enforced... The hour for rising is 7 
a. m, ard the morning session extends 
from 8.30 a.m. to.11.00 a. m. The 
afternoon session opens at one o'clock 
and closes at four o’clock. From seven 
to eight o'clock in the evening is a 


period of study..._Saturdey—is-e-holt= 
day : 


Mr. Saliba finds time to give to oth- 
er affairs of life’and is now at the 
head of a movement to provide a new 
hospital for Lawrencg, plans for which 
are now drawn and which call for 
a large and handsome structure to be 
erected near the site of the school and 
commanding a delightful tiew of the 
Merrimac river. This hospital has 
been a long felt want and will do an 
immense amount of good especially for 
the needy and poor who will be admit- 
ted and treated free. The good work 
has been started by the gift of a large 
tract of land for a site and $500 in cash 
by Mr. Saliba. To further the project 
a Syrian Ladies’ society has just been 
formed with the object of collecting 
funds for this charity, ‘and it is further 
proposed that the receipt for contribu- 
tions shall be a bond on the hospital by 
virtue of which the holder shall be en- 
titled to -hospital service equivalent. to 
the amount of the contribution. The 
hospital will not be confined to Syrians 
but will be open to every one in need of 
assistance and care. 

The prime mover in all these chari- 
table works, Mr. Saliba, came: to Am- 
erica thirteen years ago, and is today 
the dominant spirit of the 3500 Syrians 
of this city. The Syrian paper Alikbal 
(Prosperity) is another of this unique 
and benevolent man’s enterprises.

The New Sunday School. 


Article II, 


‘The articlé printed last week under 
this heading closed with a suggested 
curriculum of studies in the new Sunday- 
sehool.: ‘Vhis curriculum began with 
three years of generally awakening in- 
struction. Stories are told, sometimes 
fromthe Bible, sometimes not; pictures 
are shown; simple verses are given for 
memorizing. ~The. quality demanded 
from the teacher for these years is a 
kindling imagination. It is his business 
to make the elemental moral traits (such 
as honesty, truth, obedience, gentleness, 
courage) glow with attractiveness; ahd 
to do this, he must know how to make 
stories and pictures and verses glow, 

After these three years comes one year 
of general study of the books of the 
Bible, reading of appointed portions aud 
memorizing of selected passages. Imag- 
ihation is not -so much needed in the 
teacher during this year as vigor and en- 
thusiasm in What might too easily be 
routine work, 

‘Three years of biographical . study 
follow. In these years the teacher must 
be an educator rather than an instructor. 
That is to say, he must know how, by 
skilful question and apt story, to leave 
vivid impressions of the lives of Old ‘Tes- 
tament herv and New ‘Testament apostle, 


rather than an ordered knowledge. 

. Inthe next three years, devoted to 

study of particular books of the Bible, 

ore of an instructor's qualities. are 

needed, . : if 
By this time the scholar is almost 

ready to entér the high school in his 


public school/course. 
to think for ‘himself, 
and to cherish ideals. Somewhere along 
theshigh=schoot! course tie great tran- 
saction in spiritual life called conversion 
ought to take place. With girlsit should 
occur somewhat earlier than with boys; 
and still girls differ among themselves, 
and some boys are more mature than 
others. It follows, however; that the 
teacher for these, years should have a 
trait not demanded before, the power in 
some degree of religious conversation. 

‘The graded curriculum suggested above 
respects the needs of children as dis- 
tinct from adults. Hitherto the curri- 
culum of religious instruction has been 
devised by adults who have forgotten 
how it seems to be achild. -'The uniform 
subject-matter for all ages-of pupils is-a 
mistake. 

But it is not the only mistake we 
make. We are also worit to think that 
all teachers must teach in the same way,

i. e., by the religious conversation 
method. In fact, Bishop- Vincent, who 
represents very well the older ideas in 


their strength and in their weakness, 
not long ago defined the Sunday School 
as “a gathering of religious conversa- 
tion classes.” According to this theory, 
the successful teacher is the one 
who reaches most quickly the subject of 
personal religion; all others are unsuc- 
cessful. It would be wrong to deny that 
this tirst type of teacher is one of high- 
est usefulness; but it is not the only 
legitimate type. Perhaps the erroneous

and any success of another kind (even a 
satisfying religious conversation) would 
have been — for him — failure, This is 
Ohne illustration. of the varied types of 
teaching that are Jegitimate. They are 
more than simply legitimate, however, 
The types of teaching should vary nec- 
esscrily, if the children and their appro- 
,priate lessons vary. . 
Another suggestion follows quickly. 
tis this. If different kinds of lessons 
are called for at different ages, and it a 
teacher proves to be adapted to one kind 
of lessons and not to ahother, why not 
attach him to that kind of lesson? In 
other words, why not retain a certain’ 
teacher as a teacher of twelve-year-olds, 
if he has proved to be adapted to the 
lessons in biography which twelve-year- 
olds.should’ study? Our system is dif- 
fetent at present. ‘Teacher and class 
move on together from eight to eighteen. 
Even now, however, our primary teach- 
ers and also the teachers of adult classes 
are stationary. Would there not be a 
gain in making them all stationary ? 
There would be. an obvigus Joss. All 
the advantage gained in long, intimate 
acquaintance and knitted , affection 
would betost. On-+ie other hand, this 
advantage is nor so great or so wide- 
spread as we sometimes think it. More 
often than. we suspect, scholars grow 
languidly wonted to their teachers and 
become..impervious to their influence. 


may be a good rut for one year, but not 
for ten. 


Balancing loss and gain, I am inclined 
to think that we shall not soon or wholly 
abandon the practice of assoctating 
teacher and class in a “till death us do 
part ’’ bond; but we shall not adhere 
rigidly to it. A teacher who has discov- 
ered in himself aff aptitude for teaching 
twelve-year-olds will decide that he 
wishes to stay with twelve-year-olds, 
though by doing so he must renounce the 
interest of seeing his pupils grow up. 
A teacher who can teach history and 
cannot talk on personal religion will not 
require. himself. nor..be-required-by-the 
superintendent to go on out of the his- 
tory epoch into the. religious conver- 
He will stay where he 
has succeeded. He’ will specialize on 
the years that seem to be his province. 
He will practice, practice, practice. In 
his cliosen field he will learn the art of 
putting a question, of telling a story at 
the right moment, of meeting indiffer- 
ence, of getting at the point, of speaking 
simply, directly, definitely. , 

The leader of the teachers is, of course, 
the superintendent. The Religious Edu- 
cation Association, whose theories I 
have ‘been unfolding for the most part, 
assumed that sooner or later superin- 
tendents will be paid officers, but I shall 
not go beyond mentioning the point in 
this article.

More About the Forty-Niners. 


Mr. Editor : —1t may be that some of 
the readers of the Townsman are Califor- 


such, and so have a just pride in observ- 
ing the wonder/ul progress of that land 
of fruit and flowers, that bright and glit- 
tering star of the West. For there is 
not an intelligent man or woman of the 
land that has not a profound respect for 
a forty-niner or as ‘a founder of that 
great and growing state and country. 
Of the several organizations of New 
England that gather from time to time 
yearly to celebrate their wonderful 
achievements. and recount the ‘perils by 
the dangers and privation en- 
dured in that wild and undiscovered 
country, none, perhaps, are moras: 
serving of consideration than the.“ New 
England Associated Califor nia Pioneers 
of 49". It.claims*to'be ‘the only society 
this side of the Sierra Nevadas composed 
of strictly forty-niners— and be. it re- 
membered that the name-this association 
bears marks an era in the life of this 
nation. Replete as it is in-thrilling ad- 
venture for solid work and substantial 
results, it has, no parallel in the annals 
of time, 

This society was organized in Boston, 


June 17, 1889 Its membership, list 
quickly mounted to 160-175, and its- 


ranks have since been yearly cepleted by 
a death rate of eight toten ayear. Now 
known to be living only about 60, whose 
average age is, I think, 79. Active mem- 
bers about 40, while less are able to 
attend regular meetings, which are held 
at the Revere House, Boston, quarterly, 
the tirst Thursday inthe month. ‘These 
meetings. are_purely sdcial,caleulated-to 
revive the scenes of lomg ago and keep 
green their memories. 

Besides these meetings we have two 
eminently social gatherings, viz. the 
banquet, ladies’ day, Jan. 24 of each 
year, commemorative of the discovery of 
tirst gold in California. To this feast 
sons and daughters of Pioneers are (as 
associate members) most welcome. The 
second is the annual “outing” on> day 
at the seashore and dinner, etc., to 
which all are invited as before. The 
last of these occurred on Wednesday, 
July 15th, at which time but 17 of the 
“Old Guard "’ genuine forty-piners, with 
ladies, assembled .tor dinner, which was 
calledepromptly at 1.30. All being 
seated, the president rapped to order 
and remarked as follows: 

“Comrades and Friends : — Prelim- 
inary to‘our usual exercises, we desire to 
have a very. brief memorial service. 
Gathered here, as we are 80 many today 
and in circumstances of so much mercy, 
it is fitting that we remember those of our 
brotherhood so often with us, but, alas, 
who have joined tife: grand army on the 
other shore.

mustered into service in Bangor, Aus. 
1S62. ” 

The history of the Ist. Maine heavy 
drtillery is of special interest from the 
fact thatsit- lost’ more men than any 
other of the 4000 regiménts in the civil 
war, a total of 441, as against the sec- |} 
ond heaviest loser, the 8th New York | 
sheavy artitlery,. with ‘a record of 361. 

~The of this. Maine regiment at 
Petersburg, was the heaviest. of any | 
regiment iN a single action, -the num- 
ber killed and subsequent deaths frdm 
wounds being 242, against 207 in .the 
8th New York at Cofd Harbor.’ The 
Maine loss of 155 at Spottsylvania was 
the third heaviest of any regiment tn | 
a single action. There were 2200 men | 
originally enlisted in this Maine .reg- 
iment, 219 hailing from Bangor. 

The loss to the regiment during the 
36 days.from May 19 to June 18, 1864, 
inclusive, was 404 killed, 789 woundéd 
and 13 taken prsoners, making a tolal 
loss inthis short period. of 1208.) 

During the three days’ batrle of Pe- | 
tersburg the 24 army corPS composed 
of 84 regiments and four Batteries, lost 
59 commissioned officers 14 of whom 
or.almost 24 percent, were officers of 
the Ist Maine heavy artillery.
